The board 
also obliquely noted Mayor 
Raymond R. ‘Tucker’s “mink 
coat” description of its budget 
request. 

The Police Board charged “a 
political and propaganda note 
which has little relation te the 
facts” had been introduced into 
the debate in a resolution voted 
by the stewards’ council of Lo- 
cal 410, AFL-CIO Institutional 
and Public Employes Union 
last week.

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! New Trends in Towns 
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The Freeholders Begin 

A door to metropolitan progress has 
opened. The City-County Freeholders now 
are organizing step through it—and thence 
out to demolish the roadblocks that are im- 
peding the development and well-being of 
this great metropolitan district. The effort 
will not be easy or without controversy, but 
the needs of the people requirefthat it be 
made. 

The problems transcend the political bound- 
aries of every level of existing local govern- 
ment. They are terribly complex, and the 
limited ‘means of solving them are heavily 
charged with emotion. They involve such 
area-wide functions as traffic control, public 
transit, zoning, industrial development, prop- 
erty assessment, civil defense and perhaps 
even drainage and others. 

Neither St. Louis nor St. Louis county nor 
any of its 97 municipalities alone can cope 
with them. The job of the Freeholders is to 
identify precisely these problems that are 
causing the trouble and then to propose a 
fair and feasible plan for solving them. Iden- 
tifying the problems ought to be relatively 
simple. This ground was covered compre- 
hensively by the Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey conducted by university political scien- 
tists last year. 

But proposing solutions is another matter. 
This would be difficult enough even if the 
Freeholders had an unlimited field for polit- 
ical improvisation, which they do not. The 
Missouri Constitution limits them to one of 
four methods of adjusting intergovernmental 
relationships in the city-county area. 

Each proposal has its theoretical merits and 
practical disadvantages. The Metropolitan 
Survey recommended the creation of a metro- 
politan district for the functional administra- 
tion of all area-wide services. Such a district, 
which would leave the existing municipalities 
undisturbed, would follow the general lines 
—but not necessarily the form—of the Sewer 
District, the first and only metropolitan dis- 
trict in Missouri. 

Some students of local affairs, including 
those who produced the Metropolitan Survey, 
found merit in the method that permits the 
re-entry of St. Louis into St. Louis county and 
the consolidation of the “county” levels of 
government in both jurisdictions. The re- 
sulting county government then could be 
vested with powers to administer all metro- 
politan functions. It could, that is, if state 
law (and perhaps the State Constitution) 
were changed to permit it to do so. That is 
the catch. 

Neither of the two other methods has been 
given serious consideration. One of them 
would require the consolidation of every mu- 
nicipal government in the county, as well as 
of the county itself, under the City of St. 
Louis. This has many theoretical advantages, 
but it is so charged with emotion as to render 
it practically out of the question. The other 
method permits the city to enlarge its area 
by annexing county territory. This way offers 
no hope of solving the area-wide problems 
that have provoked the creation of the Free- 
holder board. 

The Freeholders have taken on a complex, 
onerous and perhaps even heartbreaking job. 
They have only a year in which to draft a 
plan. They must educate the people as to its 
contents and then see it to the polls. But if 
the plan is fair and feasible and acceptable to 
the people, both St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty will be better places in which to live and 
work—and that will be an accomplishment 
worth all the hard work that lies ahead. 


First Things First 


The Senate Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee has done well to limit its 
initial hearings on the railroad relief bill, 
scheduled for this week, to the rate-making 
proposals. Other proposals before the com- 
mittee are of large importance, but none is 
sO momentous as that on rate-making, which 
therefore deserves undivided attention. 

For what the Smathers subcommittee has 
proposed in this regard falls little if any 
short of pulling the props out from under 
the Interstate Commerce Act. In setting rail- 
road rates the ICC would consider only the 
effect on other railroads, not on competing 
forms of transportation. This would be con- 
siderably less than regulation. The commit- 
tee can clarify the issues before it by serving 
notice to the carriers—and assurance to the 
public—that it stands for effective regulation. 


Against Khrushchev and Tito? 


The reported Soviet “ultimatum” to Mar- 
shal Tito, demanding that he bring Yugoslavia 
into the Communist bloc or face the conse- 
quences, is another step in Moscow's new war 
of nerves. It probably will meet with a 
response as defiant as Tito’s rejection of re- 
cent denunciations by the Kremlin and the 
Chinese Communists. 

What is interésting is the report ‘in the 
Polish Communist paper Trybuna Ludu that 
the new anti-Tito outbursts by the Russian 
and satellite press and radio—especially the 
unrestrainedly bitter denunciation by the Chi- 
nese Reds—are being aimed even more at 
Khrushchev than at Tito. 

His refusal to knuckle under to Moscow 
and his defiance at the recent Yugoslav Com- 
munist gathering are taken as signs of the 
failure of Khrushchev's “soft” policy toward 
him and, as such, are being forged into weap- 
Ons against the Kremlin's No. 1 man. 

It would not be surprising if this proved 
true, but it should be taken with a bit of salt. 
The latest meeting of the party's central coém- 
mittee has given no outward sign of the im- 
minence of a change. 

There has been a marked change, however, 
in the Communist world aside from the issue 
of Khrushchev’s leadership. Little is left of 
the lenient tone which followed the twentieth 
party congress at which Stalin was decanon- 
ized. And there seems to be no trace detecta- 
ble of the era of good will which supposedly 
was inaugurated in China a little later. The 
official line again is the harsh line of utter 
subservience to Moscow. With the Chinese, 
this regard for Russian leadership may be 
more a matter of convenience than of convic- 
tion. Communist or non-Communist, China is 
not cut out to march in step with Russia for 
all time. Indeed Peiping may be testing its

But regardiess of the effect on the Russian 
leader, the change means new pressures on

And Tito and his 
ates are not flinching. In the end, the Red 


blasts may further deflate Russian prestige 
by showing again that Russian intimidation 
has its limitations. It is not so much a sign 
of weakness as a definition of the area beyond 
which Moscow must count on devices other 
than the Communist party machinery. 


Ives Does Not Choose to Run 


Irving M. Ives’s decision not to run again 
for the Senate from New York is a double 
blow to Republican hopes for capturing the 
upper branch of Congress in November. 

Other things being equal, a known sitting 
Senator has an advantage over his relatively 
little-known opponent. Such advantage as 
Senator Ives would have had as the incum- 
bent is now gone in the important state of 
New York. Moreover, Senator Ives has been 
friendly to the reasonable aspirations of or- 
ganized labor and had he sought re-election 
many New York workers would have marked 
their ballots Republican for Senator. 


When Republican Senatois such as Gold- 
water of Arizona have come down hard on 
labor, it has been Senator Ives, a high-ranking 
member of the Senate Labor Committee, who 
has afforded an ameliorating influence. He 
carried his generally progressive views to the 
Appropriations Committee, of which he is also 
a member. It will be far from easy to replace 
him on the Republican ticket. 

The second blow comes In the addition of 
No. 6 to the list of veteran Republican Sena- 
tors not seeking re-election. The. list, with the 
commencement of service, now is as follows: 


William E. Jenner, Indiana, 1944 

H. Alexander Smith, New Jersey, 1944 
William F. Knowland, California, 1945 
Ralph E. Flanders, Vermont, 1946 
Edward Martin, Pennsylvania, 1947 
Irving M. Ives, New York, 1947 


Undoubtedly the Republicans will retain 
Senator Flanders’s seat in Vermont, but that 
is the only one of the six over which there 
will not be a real fight. In some of these 
situations the business downturn may give a 
political advantage to the Democrats. Mean- 
time only one Democratic Senator has said he 
would not run and he—Senator Byrd of Vir- 
ginia—changed his mind. 


Senator Case Calls for Action 


One of the proper functions of a member 
of Congress is to prod a slow-moving execu- 
tive branch when action is needed. That is 
what Senator Clifford P. Case has done with 
his letter to Attorney General Rogers on the 
subject of the long-continued violence in the 
South. The New Jersey Republican is entirely 
right when he says that there appear to be 
“ample grounds to call in the FBI” in the 
wake of 45 bombings or attempted bombings 
since Jan. 1, 1957. Although most of these 
dynamitings have been displays of anti-Negro 
racism several have been at Jewish syna- 
gogues and community centers so that the 
ugly, frightening record amounts to a revival 
of Ku Kluxism. In today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion, an editorial from The Milwaukee 
Journal puts the issue squarely: either local 
authorities will stop this violence against 
American citizens—or the Federal Govern- 
ment will have to move in. 


Note on Unemployment 


It is sad to report in the midst of the cur- 
rent unemployment that one of the most fas- 
cinating jobs is open no longer. It is all the 
more regrettable since this was a character- 
forming job, getting young men up early in 
the morning to apply themselves energetic- 
ally and with real love for their work. It 
stimulated the imagination, opened wide hori- 
zons, and inculcated curiosity about the un- 
usual and the far-away—sometimes inducing 
young men to seek careers away from home 
prematurely. But parents ¢an stop worrying. 


No longer will boys leave the house before 
the crack of dawn to be at the siding as the 
circus train pulls in, and to get a job carrying 
water for the animals, especially the eéle- 
phants. Boys no longer can work their way 
into the big tent. Nor can they squander 
their allowance on the sideshows. The Ring: 
ling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey Circus 
is no longer taking its menagerie on tour.

The circus now 
plays only in large buildings or stadiums, and 
generally there is no room for separate tents.

Hurdle No. 1 for Trade 


One of those contradictions of the Amer- 
ican party system occurred when the House 
Ways and Means Committee approved Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's bill for a 5-year exten- 
sion of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act. 
The long extension was voted only because 
the Democrats hold a heavy 15-to-10 majority 
on the 25-member committee. The three top 
ranking Republicans on the committee—Reed 
of New York, Jenkins of Ohio and Simpson 
of Pennsylvania—all are opposed to the bill. 


This is only the first hurdle cleared for 
the White House. A struggle will come when 
Representative Simpson, who is chairman of 
the party committee to elect a. Republican 
majority to the House in the fall, moves to 
substitute a weak bill wholly unacceptable to 
President Eisenhower. One section of the 
proposed substitute would require the Presi- 
dent to accept recommendations of the Tariff 
Commission as final. 

Mr. Eisenhower will have to work hard with 
his own party if his bill, so far only mod- 
erately amended, is to become law. 3

Outrage of the Dynamitings in the South 


If Local Authorities Will Not Act Then Washington Ought to Step In 


An Editorial in 
The Milwaukee Journal 


Since January, 1957, there have 
been: 45 bombings and dynamitings 
of religious institutions, public 
schools, community centers, homes 
and other properties in the South. 


There have been 14 in Alabama, 
six each in Tennessee and North 
Carolina, five 
each in Georgia 

The Mirror and Texas, four in 

South Carolina, 
of three in Florida 
Public Opinion and one each in 
Arkansas and Ok- 

lahoma. 

The violence has been mounting. 
There have been 12 bombings thus 
far in 1958. Most of the bombings 
involve Negro homes or institutions. 
However, six involved places of Jew- 
ish worship, five this year. Miracu- 
lously, no one has been killed. Two 


people were injured when a suit- 
case of dynamite exploded in the 
heart of the Negro section of Clin- 
ton, Tenn. 

Property damages has been exten- 
sive. A new elementary school in 
Nashville, Tenn., was virtually de- 
stroyed. A Negro home in Birming- 
ham, Ala., was shattered. An annex 
of Temple Beth El in Miami, Fia., 
suffered $30,000 damage. 

Few of these outrages against law 
and order have been satisfactorily 
disposed of. Only a few arrests have 
been made. There have been no con- 
victions. 

If the Southern law enforcement 
agencies are not able to protect cit- 
izens of that area, demands for fed- 
eral intervention will grow. 

Already, two measures have been 
introduced in Congress urging the 
Justice Department to enter the 
situation. And the Anti-Defamation 
Leage of B'nai B'rith has just ap- 


pealed to Attorney General William 
P. Rogers to put the FBI on the trail. 

The League told the Attorney Gen- 
eral that it appeared: “There Is a vir- 
tual South-wide conspiracy of law- 
less elements.” 

It argued that various federal laws 
had been violated, including the civil 
rights law, the Smith Act and sev- 
eral sections of the criminal code. 
It contended that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had the responsibility to 
intervene “to prevent further bomb- 
ing outrages.” 

Certainly this disgraceful, unlaw- 
ful, un-American campaign must be 
stopped. The job is that of local en- 
forcement officials. But if they can't 
do it, or won't do it, the Federal 
Government should move in. 

The state righters will set up an 
unholy wail, but unless their commu- 
nities can do better in enforcing the 
law and reducing violence, the wail 
deserves to be ignored. 


Closing the H-Club Joseph C. Harsch in The Christian Science Monitor 


The Western governments have 
treated Nikita S. Khrushchev’s pro- 
posal to suspend nuclear tests as a 
propaganda booby trap. 

However, we of the West are mak- 
ing a serious mistake, it seems to 
me, if we see propaganda and only 
this in the maneuver. Of course it 
Was & Maneuver, and of course Mos- 
cow would be delighted to obtain a 
cutoff date which left it relatively 
ahead in the testing business. 


But my reading of the Khrushchev 
note is that there is considerable evi- 
dence of sincerity also in the plea 
to keep the nuclear weapons club 
limited to a membership of three 
and to close the lists before a large 
number of other countries crash the 
gates. Mr. Khrushchev is patently 
correct when he says that once other 
countries obtain such weapons, it 
will be “moré difficult to reach 
agreement on ending tests.” 


Consider the implications to the 
Soviet Union of an expansion of 
membership in the club. Whatever 
Moscow may choose to say about the 
United States and Britain, it knows 


that they are in fact great, respon- 
sible and satisfied powers which can 
be relied upon to refrain from using 
their nuclear weapons for aggression, 
which certainly will never use them 
except as a last desperate resort in 
their own defense. 


Moscow can have no such confi- 
dence about other and smaller coun- 
tries which some day will come into 
possession of nuclear weapons unless 
the membership of the club can be 
closed. 


Suppose Hungarian patriots should 
some day obtain possession of a few 
of the new smaller nuclear weapons

Season Now at Its Peak, So M

WHAT FOOD IS more typical of springtime than | 


asparagus? Tender and flavorful, it is one of the most 
rized of all vegetables. Fine asparagus from the West 
voast has, of course, been in St. Louis markets for some 


‘time but right now the homegrown asparagus (from Mis- 


souri and Illinois) is at its peak, Normally the height 
of the season is reached a little earlier in this area, about 


banquets centuries ago; the northern Europeans have 
been fond of it since the beginning of recorded history. 
In ancient times it was eaten raw as well as cooked. The 
sixteenth century writer, Evelyn, recorded in his diary 
that ‘‘sperage” was ‘‘delicious eaten raw with oyl and 
vinegar.’’ 

Undoubtedly the most popular way of serving this 
spring delicacy nowadays is cooked and topped with a 
pat of butter or margarine and a light sprinkle of salt 
and pepper. But because of its gentle flavor it has a 
special affinity for sauces, rich or simple. It also is de- 
licious served cold—marinated in French dressing, tossed 
in a salad or wrapped in a thin ham slice. 


Tender, green stalks with firm, compact tips are in- 
dications of good quality asparagus. Since they spoil 
quickly, it is wise to keep them in the refrigerator and 
use as soon after purchase as possible. Be sure the stalks 
are dry before refrigerating; it is well to-wrap the stalks 
in moisture-proof material or put them in a covered con- 
tainer,

Russians Flock 


To See U.S. Auto 


Seventh in a series on Art Buchwald’s trip 

to Russia, 

THERE IS NO HOSTILITY toward an American tour- 
ist traveling in Russia. (If that statement doesn’t get us 
a subpena before the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee, we don't know what will.) On the contrary, every- 
where we went we were 
treated with kindness 
and curiosity by the peo- 
ple we met. A new Amer- 
ican car is probably one 
of the best mediums of 
good propaganda the 
United States could send 
to the Soviet Union, In 
Minsk and Smolensk and 
even in cosmopolitan 
Moscow our Chrysler Im- 
perial was surrounded by 
hundreds of friendly peo- 
ple with hundreds of 
questions about it, us and 
America, 

In every group there 
was always someone who 
spoke English, French or 
German, and he did the 
translating for the rest 
of the people. (There are 
41,000 English teachers 
in Russia, and even In the small towns we found young 
children speaking English.) The questions more or less 
followed a pattern. 

What kind of a car was it? How much horsepower, 
how many miles to the gallon, how much did it cost? Why 
didn’t America sell such cars to the Russian people? 


ART BUCHWALD 


In Minsk, a well dressed man asked us how 
much the Imperial cost. We translated at the of- 
ficial rate and told him 40,000 rubles. The best 
car on sale in Russia is an imitation of the English 
Ford called the Volga which sells for 60,000 rubles. 
The man whipped a fistful of rubles out of his 
pocket and said: “I'll buy it from you and for 
50,000 rubles.” 


Another time we were leaving the Metropole Hotel 
when the crowd screamed at John, our chauffeur, not 
to move. We got out of the car and saw a man under- 
neath it. He had crawled under to inspect the under- 
carriage. 

“What are you doing there?” John, who spoke Rus- 
sian, asked, 

“I just wanted to see American construction.” 


THE BIGGEST THRILL to the crowds, comparable 
to seeing Marilyn Monroe's dress blowing up above her 
head in New York City, was when we let them have a 
peek at the motor. Many of them wanted to crawl right 
inside, and had to be restrained by cooler heads in the 
group. 

Once their curiosity about the car was satisfied, they 
wanted to know all about us. How much money did we 
make a month? What newspaper did we work for? And 
finally, could all newspaper men in America own Im- 
perials? We assured them that all the American newspaper 
men we know (Henry Luce, William Randolph Hearst, Roy 
Howard, Ogden Reid, Joseph Pulitzer) owned Imperials, 
Cadillacs or Lincolns. This pleased them very much. 

When the personal questions were taken care of, we 
took up the major summit questions. What happened to 
Explorer Il? Why didn’t the Vanguard fly over Russia? 
Why didn’t Paul Robeson get a visa? They also showed 
some concern over American unemployment, a story that 
most Russian newspapers were devoting their scarce news- 
print to in great detail. Was it true that people were 
starving to death in the United States? We told them 
there was a diet craze in the United States at the moment 
and every one was urged to eat less by his doctor. But 
they weren't really starving to death. Walter 
Reuther wouldn't go that far. 


Even 


There was a great deal of joking going on 
at these “Sammit Conferences.” A boy of about 12 
was trying to get near our car In Smolensk, but 
his father was dragging him away. The boy kept 
crying he wanted the car. Peter Stone, our trav- 
eling companion, patted him on the head and said: 
“Don't cry, little boy, I understand you're getting 
a much better education than your counterpart in 
the United States.” 


Although there is no private enterprise in the Soviet 
Union, there is plenty of outdoor advertising on the roads, 
A great deal of this is devoted to making every one ful- 


fill his quota, and we saw several which urged the Rus- 
sians to “Beat America.” 


BUT A FEW were confusing. There was one on the 
road between Minsk and Smolensk which said; “Fight for 
10 per cent increase in dairy products.” 

We asked Vladimir, our Intourist guide: “Héw can 
we fight for an increase in dairy products?” 

“You can't fight for the increase,” he said. “You're 
a tourist.” 

“How can you fight for the increase?” we asked him. 

“I can't fight for it either,” he said. “Only the dairy 
collective farmers can fight for it.” 

“But they would never see the sign,” we protested. 

“Is that a provocative capitalist question?” he asked us. 
“No,” we replied, “it's a provocative capitalist state- 
ment.” : 

“I didn't put the sign up,” Viadimir said. “But there 
is probably a reason for it.” That seemed to end the 
subject. 

It was very hard for us to get news of the world while 
we were driving through Russia. Our only source of in- 
formation was Vladimir, and his only source of informa- 
tion was Radio Moscow. 

Once when we asked Viadimir what the news was, 
he said: “I just heard six American destroyers sailed into 
a Greek harbor to influence the election.” 

“Six destroyers,” Peter said in amazement. “It must 
have been a municipal election.”

The Animal World 
At Possum Trot 


ONE OF THE JOYS OF COUNTRY LIFE is the associ- 
ation with animals. There are animals large and animals 
amall—animals wild and animals tame. All of them are fun 
and some of them can be exasperating to the ultimate de- 
gree. Just recently we 
have acquired a_ cat, 
something we could not 
need less. She is,.or was 
until she started consum- 
ing Possum Trot rations, 
as moth-eaten a creature 
as dwelt in all of Belle- 
view Valley; a pure white 
cat with ragged coat and 
frost-bitten ears. 

This white cat lived, at 
first, up at the big hay 
barn and we did not 
drive her away because 
she was an indefatigable 
mouser. Later she moved 
to the granary which is 
nearer the house; but 
there are mice here also 
and again the cat was 
tolerated. Next thing we 
knew she was appearing 
regularly at the door at 
feeding time, although neither Tiger nor Sugar, the tom 
cat, showed any enthusiasm for her company.

Her 
mare Daisy, incidentally, is a hoyden; always ready for 
mischief. When I go out to whistle them to the barn-lot, 
she must always have a gallop before I catch her. The 
technique we have finally developed is to drive to the field 
in the car and start both horses in. Daisy makes a run 
for it and I head ‘her and in a moment both mares start 
peaceably for the barn. Only the other day when a sudden 
storm came up, I looked out to see them come bucking 
and pitching across the field like a couple of colts—and 
found it hard to believe that, in human terms, Daisy is 
well along in her 60s while old Ribbon will never see 80 
again.

To Spend and He's Dumfounded at Fuss Gifts 
To Kim Novak and Zsa Zsa Gabor Have Aroused

HOLLYWOOD, May 19. 


THE 29-YEAR-OLD SON of 
a Latin-American dictator, ar- 
dently pro-American, remains 
in bewilderment today, nursing 
the wounds of a delicatae sinus 
operation and an_  indelicate 
American press. 

Rafael Trujillo Jr., financed, 
by a $50,000 monthly allow- 
ance from his father, the Do- 
minican Republic strongman, 
has been cutting a wide swath 
in the movie capital, distrib- 
uting his largesse to worthy 
charities and beautiful ac- 
tresses alike in an effort to 
create good will for his coun- 
try as well as himself. 


The front page furore caused 
by the disclosure that during 
his brief spree in Hollywood 
he gave movie star Kim Novak 
an $8400 Mercedes Benz con- 
vertible for her company, and 
actress Zsa Zsa Gabor a $5400 
Mercedes roadster for the in- 
troduction, has left Trujillo in- 
dignant and literally speech- 
less. 


The disclosure of .the Latin 
playboy’s generosity came at 
a particularly awkward time for 
Trujillo—who has a wife and 
six children—and Miss Novak. 
Trujillo was convalescing in his 
rented Beverly Hills mansion 
from an operation to correct a 
sinus and adenoid condition, 
and it was not until several 
days later Trujillo's father dis- 
closed that his son had filed 
suit for a Mexican divorce in 
April. The furore over Tru- 
jillo’s gifts caught the dazzling 
Miss Novak off balance while 
she was accompanying a press 


. junket to San Francisco for 


the world premier of her latest 
film “Vertigo.” 


Of the three who figured 
in the rumpus, only Zsa Zsa 
Gabor met the press with 
perfect aplomb and cheer- 
fully confirmed the story in 
the East, happily displaying 
an additional gift of a chin- 
chilla wrap which reportedly 
set the free-spending Trujillo 
back some $17,000. She told 
friends before leaving Holly- 
wood this was simply Tru- 
jillo’s way of showing his 
gratitude to her for having 
introduced him to the movie 
set. 


Movie star Joan Collins was 
also on Trujillo's gift list but 
scant attention has been given 
the British-born actress because 
she apparently received only a 
few diamonds—an indication, 
as one Hollywood wit observed, 
that the two hardly knew each 
other. 


Trujillo, who has the rank of 
lieutenant general as comman- 
der of the Dominican Repub- 
lic’s tiny air force, appeared to 
be more irritated than embar- 
rassed by the whole affair. He 
made a manly attempt from his 
sickbed to squelch the story by 
advising the press, through his 
secretary, that how he spends 
his money is nobody's business 
but his own. 


He came to the United States 
last year for the primary pur- 
pose of studying military tac- 
tics at the United States Army 
Command and General Staff 
School at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan. He took temporary leave 
of Leavenworth several weeks 
ago for a sojourn on the West 
Coast to relieve his sinus con- 
dition, and the pilot soon found 
himself under the wing of Zsa 
Zsa, an old friend of his coun- 
tryman, playboy-diplomat Por- 
firio Rubirosa. He soon became 
a familiar figure at Hollywood 
night clubs, often accompanied 
by Miss Novak. 

Trujillo, abashed at the un- 
gallant attitude of some mem- 
bers of Congress and confused 
by the unsympathetic treat- 
ment of the press toward a 
wealthy young man on the 
town is sticking close to 
his manse — where the rent 
is reported to be $2500 a 
month. His secretary told a 
local newspaper columnist that 
the general wants to make 
the American public under- 
stand that he is simply a 


> 
very generous man with his 


friends, with the poor, and 
with the church. 
Meanwhile, back at the 


ranch known as Columbia Stu- 
dios, where Kim Novak is un- 
der contract, a studio spokes- 
man said the movie star is ar- 
ranging through her attorneys 
to return the expensive for- 
eign sports car to its generous 
donor. 


He also denied rumors that 
she had received $6500 worth 
of jewelry from Trujillo, add- 
ing that Miss Novak had only 
helped him pick out some 
earrings at a Beverly Hills 
jewelry shop for the bride-to- 
be of “the United States Army 
man” who had sponsored him 
at the military school in Kan- 
sas. 

Miss Novak herself was un- 
available for comment. A few 
weeks ago, in an interview 
with this correspondent, the 
movie star observed that she 
had no objections to publica- 
tion of details of her romances 
as long as she had the oppor- 
tunity of giving her side of the 
story. 


She had a unique opportuni- 
ty to do so on this occasion, 
having accompanied a contin- 
gent of correspondents to San 
Francisco for the premiere of 
her latest picture. 

Unlike Zsa Zsa Gabor, Miss 
Novak protested that the sleek 
convertible was simply on loan 
and not a gift at all. 


In sharp contrast to Miss 
Gabor’s earthy posture, Miss 
Novak assumed a rather lofty 
position and made a valiant 
effort to put the whole mat- 
ter into proper perspective. 
She pointed out that these 
are trying times in the world 
and that this incident will be 
most embarrassing to Mr. 
Trujillo’s country. Miss No- 
vak thoughtfully added that 
“this is a time when all 
countries in the world must 
be careful.” 


And some observers in 
Hollywood are saying she 
might have added these are 
also times when a girl can’t 
be too careful, either—es- 
pecially a working girl in 
the movie capital.

Meantime, the movie capital, 
which has only recently recov- 
ered its composure after the 
Lana Turner case, is basking in 
the spotlight of the Trujillo 
affair. Officially, Hollywood 
frowns on scandal but there is 
a strong undercurrent of feel- 
ing—expressed only privately, 
of course—that the public is 
now getting the kind of Holly- 
wood news it relishes, and it 
can't do the town any harm.

Justice Holmes noted that after each war this 
country usually experienced a financial panic and 
then a recession, usually some years later so that 
it seemed as though there was no connection.

THE QUESTION of what to do to prevent juvenile 
crimes that are filling our prisons with young people is a 
serious one that was dicussed recently in a television sym- 
posium originating in Newark, N.J., under the auspices of 
the State of New Jersey Youth Study Commission. 


Patrolman Ed Gray of the Elizabeth (N.J.) 
Youth Athletic League outlined 12 points on “what 
parents should do to prevent juvenile delinquency” 
which I feel should be obtained by everyone from 
the league. 


Because it was brought out that so many young people 
in the house of detention had been lacking in their home 
and school backgrounds, one point seemed particularly im- 
portant to me. Here it is: 

“Keep the lines of communication open. Give your 
child an opportunity to put his problem into words. A 
‘warm ear’ can prevent little troubles from becoming big 
pressures.”

“But a boy is a sucker to tie himself down to 
one girl, when he could be going out with differ- 
ent girls every week. 


“A man gives up that kind of freedom when he 
marries and settles down to one woman for life—and 
that is as it should be. But he’s silly if he gives up the 
right to date any girl he pleases before he is engaged to 
be married. 

“So if you have as much sense as I think you have, 
you won't let the first girl who decides you are the best 
chance she has at the moment for solving all her dating 
problems sell you on the idea of going steady.”
